Book: Appeal to Saudis a last resort

WASHINGTON -.The num- 
ber of federal convictions for whito- 
' collar crime rose 18 percent in the 
first five years of the ^agan odmin- 
ifitration while convictions for other 
types of crime went up more than 
twice as fast, the government said 
in a report rcicosed Sunday. 

The study, the first nationol sur- 
vey of its kind issued by the Justice 
Department's Bureau of Justice 
Statistics, also found that white-col- 
lar criminals were less likely than 
other types of cnminals to be sen- 
tenced to prison. 

The bureau reported that 10,733 
defendants wore convicted of fed- 
eral white-collar crimes in 1985, up 
about 1,600 from 1980. Meanwhile, 
federal convictions of non-whitc-col- 
lar crimes rose 43 percent from 
1980 to 1985, to about 30,000. 


The average length of a prison 
sentence for a white-collar criminal 
rose 20 percent to 29 months in 
1985, compared with two years in 
1980, tha report concluded. The av-' 
erage length of a prison sentence for 
other types of federal criminals was 
50 months iri 1985, about the same 
as it had been five years earlier. 

Tax fraud convictions of orga- 
nized crime figures and drug 
dealers contributed to the trend of 
somewhat longer sentences for 
white-collar criminals. The study 
cited an 86 percent increase in the 
average longth-of-prison,. sentences, 
handed out to those convicted of tax 
fraud from 1980 to 1985, from 11 
months to 21 months. 

On the incarceration rate, the bu- 
reau found that 40 percent of con- 
victed white-collar criminals were 
sentenced to prison in 1986, com-

IMF predictions gloomy for U.S. deficit

WASHINGTON - The fcdcrol budget deficit 
promises to shrink significontly this yeor but will 
rise through 1990. despite predictions to the con- 
trory by the Rcagon odministroiion. the In- 
tematiorial Monetary Fund said Sunday. 

•“There continues to be uncertointy obout the 
•timing and extentof future fiscal eoirccUons be- 
cause compromises between the U.S. odministro- 
tion and Congress on ways to cut deficits hove 
prbved to be extremely difficult to achieve," the 
IMF staff said in its annual economic outlook is- 
sued for meetings of the 161-notion IMF and the 
World bank in Washington this week.

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• Cootinued from Pago At 
ment require $14 billion less in defi- 
cit reduction than the budget resolu- 
tion odopted three months ago by 
Congress, it could easily produce 
even sednticr results in ffscol 1969. 

As Sen. William L. Armstrong, R- 
Colo.. who supported the Gramm- 
Rudman-Hollings repair, pointed 
out. the legislation conveniently 
postpones the tough budget choices 
untii offer the next election. The 
law, said Armstrong, allows' most 
members of Congress and the next 
president U> get elected "before the 
hard work really starts." 

Along with many other propo- 
nento of the budget law revision, 
Armstrong had faint praise for the 
bill he supported. 

"This ^ing is pretty hokey ond 
there is a good chance it may not 
work," he said. 

So why did bipartisan majorities 
in the House and Senate vote for it? 

Because,' os Rep. Willis D. 
Grodison Jr., R-Ohio, put it, "This 
may not be the best way to cut the 
deficit, but it appears to be the only 
way." 

'Proponents argued that even if 
the new improved Gramm-Rudman- 
Hollings doesn’t get them to the 
promised land of a balanced budget, 
ot least it keeps them marching 
forward, however incrementally. If 
it works in the first year, they said, 
the deficit will have come down 
from about $221 billion in fiscal 
1966 to $144 billion two years later. 

.But as Rep, Leon E. Ponetta, D- 
Calif., said lost week, Gramm-Rud- 
man-Hollings "like a lifeboat ... rep- 
resents both failure as well as hope 
... . Failure because we failed to 
break the political logjam over the 
post four or five years over putting 
controls on defense, controls on 
enritlements, and taxes in the same 
pacakgc; and failure because we 
have had to resort to an automatic 
mechanism to force what we should 
do throi^h compromise and 
'tHfdugh voting.” 

Reduced to its basics, the failure 
of Congress and the Rcogon admin- 
istration to more effectively rein in 
the deficit monster is relatively 
-simple: 

— Reagan opposes another tax in- 
crease ond Congress hasn’t enough 
votes to pass one over his veto. 

— Congress won’t cut discretion- 
ary domestic spending enough to 
satisfy the president and can’t get 
much more out of defense after two 
straight years of negative real 
growth in that account. 

— Neither side is willing to tackle 
entitlement programs such os So- 
cial Security. 

Without higher taxes qs an 
option, the tyranny of the spending 
side arithmetic is also foirly 
straightforward. There ore four 
mqjor components to the federal 
budget: defense spending, enti- 
tlement programs (including 
retirement. Medicare, aid to the 
poor, farm payments* and other 
ercos where spending levels arc set 


by permanent law rather thon an- 
nual appropriations), non-defense 
discretionary spending ond interest 
poyments on the notional debt. 

Since the bepnning of the 
Reagan administration, the 
amounts allocotcd to some of those 
budget areas have shifted rolher 
dramotically.' Pentagon spending 
has risen from roughly 23 percent of 
the federal budget to almost 28 
percent. Nondefen.se discretionary 
spending has fallen from nearly 25. 
percent of the budget to less than 17 
percent: Interest on the debt has 
risen from 10 percent to more than 
13 percent. Entitlement programs 
have held steady at something leas 
than half total spending, while off- 
setting receipts, which the budget 
classifies as something akin to a 
negative outlay, stoyed steady at 
about 5 percent. 

In the past two years, Congress 
has put the brakes on the adminis- 
tration’s Pentagon buildup, keeping 
it slightly below the level needed to 
keep pace with inflation. Politically, 
wringing substantial additional sav- 
ings from defense is not practicable, 
Neither ore more deep reductions in 
domestic, spending. Interest pay- 
ments cannot be cut. 

That leaves three choices: raise 
taxes, cut entitlements, or a com- 
binotion of the two. Tackling Social 
Security and other entitiements, ob- 
served Stephen E. Bell, a Salomon 
Bros, vice president who formerly 
was chief of staff on the Senate Bud- 
get Committee, is the political equiv- 
olent of touching "the third rail." 

In resorting to a revived Gramm- 
Rudmon-Hollings, Congress is look- 
ing for a way to temporarily avoid 
getting electrocuted. The hope is

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - Two 
more earthquakes were reported 
this weekend in the desert west of 
the Great Salt Lake — the same iso- 
lated area where four quakes have 
occurred since Sept. 17, seismolo- 
gists said. 

The epicenter was 13 miles west 
of the Box Elder County outpost of 
Lakeside, about 76 miles west- 
northwest of Salt Lake City, accord- 
ing to a press release from the Uni- 
versity of Utah Seismograph' 
Stations. , 

One quake, at 6:28 p.m. Friday 
was measured ot 3.9 on the Richter 
scale, while another tremor at 6:46 


o.m. Saturday registered a 3.2 
reading. 

On Thursday, the .seismograph 
stations measured earthquakes 
thot registered 4.1, 4.8 and 4.3 on 
the Richter scale. A temblor with a 
magnitude of 3.9 shook, the same 
area on Sept. 17. 

Last week’s temblors were felt as 
far north as Burley, Idaho, as far 
southeast ns the Salt Lake Valley 
and ns far west as Wendover on the 
Nevnda-Utah border. 

Seismologists have said there 
likely would be no damage from 
quakes of such magnitude because

Attention noturolly focuses on- 
news that agreement has virtually 
been reached on a treaty to elimi- 
nate all Soviet and American inter- 
mediate-range nuclear (INF) 
missiles, to be signed later this year 
ot n summit between President 
Reagan and Soviet General Secre- 
tary Mikhail S. Gorbachev. 

Both leaders have reason to be 
pleased, and so do both countries. 
U.S, -Soviet relations, and arms 
control, seem back on track. The cli- 
mate is better, the rhetoric is civi- 
lized and arms reductions arc wel- 
comed by most people.

But what else does it mean? Does 
it consolidate a modest step in orms 
control or does it open up greater 
opportunities? Docs it stabilize U.S, 
-Soviet relations so that wc alTord to 
turn to other things or docs it mean 
there are new opportunities to 
pursue? Is it, in short, the end of a 
pull back from confrontation or the 
beginning of a new era of relaxation 
of tensions?' 

Reagan holds one key to an- 
swering these questioned He, alone, 
cannot make the eventuol outcome 
into the "historic achievement" he 
has prematurely promised, but it 
cannot occur without his direct 
engagement. He moy conclude that 
with an image of ability to deol with . 
the Soviets, a disarmament agree- 
ment to demonstrate dedication to 
peace and a summit in Washington 
this year to display statesmanship, 
he should atop while he is ahead, 

On the other hand, he may see the 
INF agreement os the stepping 
stone to a Idrgcr strategic-arms . 
agreement and a more secure place 
in history, validoting this adminis- 
tration’s approach based on 
“strength, realism and negotiation.” 
He will make the decision— 
whether through considered choice, 
or through piecemeal actions with- 
out regard for coherence, signifi- 
cance or consequences. 

The future .of U.S, -Soviet rela- 
tions depends on Soviet decisions 
and actions as well as American 
ones. Gorboehev docs not have a 
countdown of the months to his 
retirement. While conceivably 
, (though improbably) he could leave 
; the scene before Reagan, he may 
.well be the Soviet leader to start the 
21st century. He can woit for the 
next U.S. odministration, or the one 
aRcr, if necessary. But he is eager 
and concerned that movement in de- 
velopment of military technology 
may foreclose opportunities for 
arms agreement, so he docs not 
wish to wait. 
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Peating swords into tank parts. 


Gorbachev has taken the bigger 
steps in moving to reach the INF 
agreement. To remove the de- 
ployment of U.S. missiles in 
Europe, he has to give up four times 
os many Soviet warheads os the 
United Stotes. And he has had to oc- 
cept Reogon's "zero option" of 1981 
— an offer first fashioned by those 
in Washington who only wanted to 
embarrass the Soviet Union when it 
would have to reject the lopsided 
deal. Moreover, Gorbachev has had 
to agree to this arrangement with 
no constraint (or rcstroint) on o U. 

S. "Star Wars" program that threat- 
ens to compel the Soviet Union into 
u new upward spiral of the strategic 
arms competition. 

Gorbachev has accepted the INF 
agreement for four reasons; He hus 
been determined to start the pro- 
cess of reducing nuclear weapons; 
The Soviet Union has feared thot 
the preemptive capabilities of the 
Pershing 2 missiles would moke it 
more difficult to prevent escalation 
to nuclear war in the event of any 
outbreak of hostilities in Europe; an 
ogreement would give impetus to 
improved Sovict-U.S. and Sovict-EU' 
ropean relations, and agreement 
would give new legitimacy to the 


arms-control process. The last may 
be the most important. 

If the Reagan administration 
were to Icovc office without hoving 
reached an orms agreement with 
the Soviet Union, its legacy would 
ploce a hcovy burden on its 
successor: No agreement reached in 
10 years: the expired SALT 1 in- 
terim agreement and unrotificd 
SALT 2 treaty abandoned; no re- 
sumption of negotiations on nuclear 
testing or anti-satellite devices, bro- 
ken oiTby the United States in 
1980; a bogus “reinterprctolion" 
gutting the 1972 Anti-Ballistic Mis- 
sile Treaty, and official charges of 
Soviet arms control violotions 
widely circulated und believed 


(although, in reality, greatly 
exaggerated). All these problems, of 
course, remain. 

But their impact would be greatly 
diminished if the same administra- 
tion responsible for them had, itself, 
negotiated, signed and (preferably) 
ratified on arms ogreement — any 
orms agreement — with the Soviet 
Union (INF was the most available) 
. Under Gorbochev's more flexible 
"new thinking." to reopen the arms- 
control process wos well worth a 
few hundred INF worheads. 

• Gorbachev and colleagues were, 
however, well oware thot Rcogon 
might well be content to settle for 
on INF agreement and a Woshing- 
ton summit — avoiding the hassle 
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and complaints from the right wing 
of his own constituency for pursu- 
ing further negotiations and im- 
proved relations. Hence come Soviet 
effurta to induce the adniinistrotion 
to adopt a broader arms-control 
agenda, something well worth yet 
more Soviet concessions. 

As a result of this month's meet- 
ing between Secretary of State 
George P. Shultz and Foreign Minis- 
ter Eduord A. Shevardnadze, negoti- 
ations on limited nucleor testing 
constroints will now begin. Agree- 
ment moy yet be reached on o bon 
on chemical weapons. Another sum- 
mit in Moscow, in the lotc spring of 
1988, might yet occur. Finally, the 
big stakvB. for oil, ore the possibil- 
ity of an-ogrcemcnl on strategic 
orms reductions. 

Reagan hos now declared that 
-seeking strategic arms reductions of 
50 percent is our main goal; Gor- 
bachev has suggested such an agree- 
ment would be possible in the first 
half of next year. Shevordnudze 
brought Soviet concessions on some 
disputed stratcgic-urms points plus 
an indication that the Soviets would 
drop their insistence on linking 
more fnr-reuching coristramts to the 
Strategic Defense Initiative, if only 


the United States would, recommit 
itself to a strict obscr/ance of the 
ABM Treaty. 

There remain several substantial 
unogreed points in the strategic 
arms reduction talks, but these dif- 
ferences do not appear , 
insurmoxmtable. Verification-pravi- — 
sions must still be worked out, but 
'no longer appeSf n major problem. 
The question of the Soviet — and 
American — stands on the issue of 
strategic defenses and space weap- 
ons hos, however, appeared to block 
ogreement. Now the matter is com- 
ing down to a bedrock issue: Is the 
United States — in effect, is Reogan 
— prepared to accept a continuo- 
tion of the existing U.S. commit- 
ment under the ABM Treaty? 

Ho can keep Star Wars on the 
basis thot he himself set for it, con- 
sistency with the traditional inter- 
pretation of the obligations of the 
ABM Treoty (a treaty oCunlimited 
duration), if he win_nqwaccept_that_ 
corn'mitmenTfor l6 years.'Even the 
length of that commitment moy be 
ncgotioblc. This would mean giving 
UP the notion of applying the so- 
called broad inte/pretatlon, or 
reinterpretation, of the treaty that 
wos introduced in his odministra- 
tion two years ogo, one Congress 
has refused to occept because the re- 
interpretation itself is fatally 
flawed. He would not. however, be 
giving up the Star Wars program. 

Unfortunately, the administra- • 
lion's inclination is to bridle at chal- 
lenge and that is the way the White 
House secs congressional and So- 
viet opposition to the seductive con- 
venience of ABM Treoty 
reinterpretation. Yet if reinterpreta- 
tion were raised today for the first 
time, I believe it would probably not 
be adopted. But since the Adminis- 
tration did accept the idea, publicly, 
in 1985, however pr'emoturely, it 
now feels committed to defend it. 
intimately, a decision on such a 
question is what makes the differ- 
cnee between o pedestrian politi- 
cian and a statesman. 

If Reogan decides to rest on his 
INF laurels, he will retain a free 
hand to push the Star Wars test pro- 
gram (although losing some impo^ 
tant congressional und public . 
support); ho will sotisfy his most 
consorvativc supporters und avoid 
vexing criticism from them. He wi|l 
also Ipse u real opportunity to con- 
clude his term with an act of states- 
manship that would leave a legacy 
- of solid, verifiable, arms reductions 
serving the nation's long-term sccu- 
rity interest.

Stallings disclaims entrance, but what a campaign trail 


BOISE — Despite disclaimers by 
Rep. Richard Stallings that he has 
no intention of running u statewide 
race in a future election, look ut his 
campaign tour through northern 
Idaho as a “keeping the options 
open" move. 

Stallings appeared last week at 
“fundraisers at Mo!(cow-*fid other 
points in northern Idaho, far from 
Idaho’s 2nd Congressionul District, 
which he has represented since hi.s 
1984 victory over Republican 
George Hansen. 

Some, including Republicans, im- 
mediately assumed Stallings was 
laying the groundwork .for a 1990 U. 
S. Senate campaign, if Republican- 
James McClure dccide.s not to run 
again. 

"1 assure you I have no intention 
of running for the Senate in 1990." 
,sftid Stallings. "I would be very

reluctant to get into a (statewide) 
race." ■' 

But note he specifically said 1990. 
In 1992, two years later, another U. 
S. Senate seat is up for grabs — the 
one held by Republican Steve 
Symms. 

State Democratic leaders feel 
Symms is far more vulnerable to a 
.strung Democratic candidate than 
Mc,Clure would be in 1990. 

It could be that Stallings is laying 
reliminary groundwork for a later ' 
statewide election. 

Democrats have only Stallings 
and Gov. Cecil Andrus ns politi- 


cians of major stature in the stale. 
It’s not dear yet who wfill emerge os 
the party’s nominee ogainst Repub- 
lican Larry Craig in the 1st District 
next year. 

Andrus has disclaimed any no- 
tions of running for Congress, ond 
there arc few in state politics who 
feel he will do anything except run 
for governor ogain in 1990. 

That leaves Stollings as the only 
possibility at this point to ruh a 
strong campaign ogainst one of the 
Republican senotors — assuming 
he manages to keep his 2nd District 
seat in the meantime. 

Stallings aides soy his northern 
Idaho visits went well, ond he was 
enthusiastically received every- 
where he went. But they soy that's 
natural; because he met only with 
. Democratic groups and supporters. 


' Stallings, meanwhile, hos been 
kept busy this past week defending 
himself ogainst Republican-gener- 
ated charges that he made two im- 
proper loons from his compaign com- 
mittee funds. He contends there 
wos nothing improper about them. 

Some Democrats ore outraged 
that the Republicans ore trying to 
moke so much of it. 

ButHcpublicon George Hansen 
first ran into similor charges in 
1975. when os a congressman he 
was fined $2,000 for making late, 
und incomplete campaign finance 
reports. 

Hnnsen in 1984 wuh convicted of. 
fur more serious chorges, failing to 
report more than $330,000 in com- 
modities profits and loans with 
major financial figures. Thoi was 
probably the largest sinelc factor 


leading to his defeat by Stallings in 
1984. : 

But there’s u major difference be- 
tween the cases. 

Republicans found out about Stal- 
lings’ use of u loan from his cam- 
paign committee to buy n car for 
combined business and personal 
use because Stallings li.qtcd it on his 
■ campaign report. 

Stallings also made full di.-iclu- 
surc of a $1,000 loan to aide Gary 
Catron, and contends now- that he 
has nothing to hide. 

The charges against Hun.sen 
stemmed from allegations that Han- 
sen deliberately concealed or ref- 
used to report major personal finan- 
cial transactions.

House and senate differ sharply on oil leasing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
and Senate committees have ap- 
proved drastically different mea- 
sures to reorganize the govern- 
ment’s onshore oil and gas leasing, 
setting the stage for more disputes 
over whether to impose new environ- 
mental restrictions on exploration. 

By a 20-20 tie vote. Republicans 
on the House Interior Committee 
lost week failed to kill environmen- 
tal planning requirements ap- 
proved by the panel's mining 
subcommittee, and entirely lacking 
from the counterpart Senate hill. 

Interior Secretory Donald P. 
Hodel threatened to recomimend a 
veto to President Reagan if the 
House bill, or anything euhstan-. 
tially like it, gets passed. 

The House committee also 
deleted, 26-15, n provision that 
would have barred new oil and gas 
leases from companies importing 
coal Into the United States, a provi- 
sion shepherded through the sub- 
committee by its chairman, Rep. 


Nick Rahall.D-W.Va. 

Committees in both Houses hove 
approved leasing bills, and floor ac- 
tion is considered almost certain. 

Rep. Richard B. Chenejf. R-Wyo., 
said he would lead another effort on 
the floor to delete the environmen- 
tal planning requirements. If he 
fails again, the Senate members of 
a conference committee could still 
insist on refusing those provisions, 
and no one is certain a bill coiild be 
produced that would pass both 
houses. 

Both bills are aimed at getting rid 
of thc-opplicotion and lottery sys- 
tem of awarding leases that have 
produced what opponents say were 
some scandalous leases over the 
ycors. 

Some 50,000 leasee arc awarded 
every year, mostly on federal land 
in the West. An estimated 10 per- 
ccnt'arc drilled. 

Under current law, leoscs on fed- 
eral land lying over known 
petroleum-bearing formations must 


be offered by competitive bidding, 
like all coal leases und oil and gas 
leases in federal offshore waters. 

For tracts not over known 
deposits, a decades-old provision re- 
quires leasee to be aworded'to any 
applicant. In promising ureas, such 
tracts may get several applications, 
and if that happens, the Bureau of 
Land Management holds a lottery. 

These non-compctitivc leases 
have drawn criticism -for yenrs,- 
partly on the grounds that many 
more tracts should have been 
auctioned. Successful applicants 
and lottery winners have been get- 
ting leases for $I an acre, then sell- 
ing them to drillers for mony times 
that. 

Doth House and Senate bills 
would rc<|uirc all trocls to be auc- 
tioned, in the beginning. If min- 
imum bids arc not met or no bids 
arc aubmicted, the tracts would be 
set aside for leasing by application 
— for two years in the Senate bill, o 
year in the House version. The Sen- 


ate wrould require a minimum $10- 
pcr-ucrc bid: the House drafters set 
the minimum at $2 in the hopes of 
encouraging more bids. 

Both bills would require- 

ments for drillers to restore their 
sites, cleaning up any environmen- 
tal damage. 

The planning requirements, ac-. 
cording to Joe Zoia of the mining 
subcommittee staff, arc "almost 
word for word what the bureau's 
own guidance document requires." 

The House bill requires the cabi- 
net officer concerned — interior sec- 
retary for bureau lands, agriculture 
secretary for national forests — to 
order environmental studies in 
areas ottracting oil and gas 
interest, or where they believe the 
potentiol for development is high.

Poll: Americans opposeJBork 2-L

Among 1.249 people questioned 
by Louis Horris Associates, 57. per- 


•wide poll released Sunday found 
that Americans by a nearly 2-1 mar- 
gin opposed the confirmation of 
Jud^ Robert H. Bork to the Su- 
preme Court. 

This latest survey was the fourth 
national poll issued since Bork tes- 
tified before the Senate Judiciary 
Committce,’and all found public, 
opinion turning against the conser- 
vative jurist, although by substan- 
tially different marpns. 

The surveys are particularly sig- 
nificant because Bork’a confirmat 
tion probably depends on about a 
dozen middlc-of-thc road senators 
who remain undecided. Moreover, 
before the Senate hearings, the 
vhrito House said that Bork’s testi- 
mony would prove to bo “the secret 
weapon” that would turn public sup- 
port in his favor, ! 

Instead, for reasons that remain 
unclear, support for Bork appar- 
ently hae slipped as a result of his 
Senate appearance. 


President Reagan's nominee to the 
high court, while 29 percent said 
they favored his 'confirmation. 
Those who said they watched Bork's 
testimony on television or followed 
it closely in the newspapers opposed 
his confirmation by a 61-32 margin. 

The telephone somplc was token 
Sept. 17-23 and the results were pre- 
pared for Tribune Media Service 
and published in Sunday’s New 
York Doily News. Bork was on the 
witness stand Sept. 16-19. 

The three polls published late 
last week found the public more 
evenly divided on Bork than did the 
Harris poll. 

An NBC-Wall Street Joumol poll 
of 1,644 adults token Sept. 21-22 
found 42 percent opposed to Bork. 
34 percent in favor and 24 percent 
undecided. 

A CBS-New York Times poll of 
836 persons taken Sept. 21-22 found 
26 percent against, 16 percent for 
and 67 percent undecided.

The company’s claim for immediate relief wos 
denied in August by the U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals for the District of Columbia, which rejected the 
case citing a lack of Jurisdiction.

Local sugar producers praise Cuban blockade

TWIN FALLS —'X recent move 
by Sen. James McClure, R-Idoho, to 
block the importing of Cuban sugar 
is being mot by cheers from key fig- 
ures in the local sugar industiy. 

McClure joined Sen. Bob Dole, R- 
Kan., and six Democrats to send a 
letter to the U.S. Agriculture De- 
partment asking for a ban on a Ca- 
nadian product that contains 
Cuban sugar. 

Under the 1985 farm bill. Cuban 
sugar can't bo imported into the 

' United States, either directly or 
through a third country. 

"I certainly, as a sugar beet 
grower and as a representative of 
sugar beet growers, support Sen. 

■ McClure wholeheartedly." said Tom 

'Garrard, president the Cassia 
County Sugar Beet Growers 

• Association. 

McClure and the other senators 
arc protesting the sale of a product 

• labeled "U.S.- Sugar." The produce 
. is imported by the U.S. Sugar Com- 


pany Division of the U.S. Brands 
Corporation, McClure says, and con- 
tains Cuban sugar. 

However, because .the sugar is o 
blend, it is legally defined as o 
‘processed food" and not counted as 
sugar under U.S. tariffachedules. 

Both Garrard and Allan Lipman, 
president of Amalgamated Sugor 
Co., said because Canada is a net 
importer of sugar, the country 
shouldn't be allowed to send sugar 
to the United States. 

They say because of that, .Canada 
should not be allowed to export 
sugar to the United States. Car- 
ribcan countries, who produce sur- 
pluses of sugor, should be ollowcd 
to import sugar under quotas. 

"It's just another example of 
agricutural ptograms that are. for 
formers being Used in international 
affairs to the detriment of fanners 
or growers,” Lipman said. 

"My principle is ... basic. If a coun- 
try pr^uces an excess quantity of 
sugar, then they’re a candidate to 
import some of that into the United 


States," Lipman sold. ‘But when a 
country doesn’t, why does that coun- 
try get favorable imports?" 

llic senators also said the Car- 
ribcan import issue was importont. 
They sent a letter Tuesday pro- 
testing the import senators to Agri- 
culture Secretary. Richard Lyng. 

“At a time when it has been neces- 
sary to cut back on the quota of 
sugar allowed to friendly Caribbean 
and other nations to maintain the 
operation of the domestic sugar pro- 
gram at no taxpayer cost, it is inap- 
propriate to be allowing Cuban 
sugar imports to undermine both, 
the domestic . sugar program and 
the raw sugar quotas of more de- 
serving countries," the senators 
sold. 

The United States offers a ^aran- 
tced price to its sugor cone and 
sugar beet processors. If increased 
imports force the market down and 
causes processors to go out of 
business, tho U.S. government is 
torced to store thC'^ugar at tax- 
payer expense. 


Quotas, which allocate the 
amount of sugar that can be im- 
ported into the country, ore de- 
signed to keep the domestic price of 
sugar high enough to keep U.S. pro- 
ducers in business. 

‘If it is 0 form of aid and scIf-hcIp 
to countries like Caribbean 
countries because they arc net 
exporters, it is inconsistent that 
Canada, who is a net importer, 
could merely bring in sugar, refine 
it and ship it into the United States, 
or in some cases, come in in a 
mixture," Lipman said. 

‘Why should they even have a 
quota in the first place?" Garrard 
said. ‘We fought that on the sugar 
end, real hard, with stuff coming in 
through the Canadian border." 

Garrard said it is important to 
keep improper imports down and 
fiuga:^ beet growers growing in the 
Magic Valley. 

Thoy say potatoes : will buy a 
Cadillac, but sugar beets pay the 
mortgogc," Garrard said. “We’ve 
got to do onything in our power to 
keep the sugar boot industty alive.”

“Whether it is adequate or not, 
only time will tell," he said. 

Before EPA issued guidance, the 
stotc was going to divide woters 
into B-1 and B-2 categories. Wotcr 
quality could not be lowered on B-1 
waters without cosc-by-casc public 
hearings. However, water quality 
could be lowered on B-2 waters 
after a public review period. 

■The timber industry didn't like 
the B-1 waters and the environmen- 
'tal groups objected, to the B-2 
waters. 

“When the (EPA) policy came out, 
it cut the legs out from under us. 
The EPA scheme was less stringent 


than what we were proposmg," Mur- 
rey said. 

The modified plan drops the B-1 
and B-2 claMifications. Instead 
there is just a B classification for 
-bigh-quality-waterer-But-it-retaias. 
the A clossification for outstanding 
national resource waters and a C 
category for waters whose qualiQf is 
below the level necessary to support 
beneficial uses. 

The way the’ state reads EPA's 
guidance on the issue, the state can 
put into effect a policy that prevents 
-waters from being degraded 
through the use of BMPs and a feed- 
back process to check if BMPs are 
working. 

“The focal point now is not 
whether BMPs are adequate or not 
They have to be put into practice to 
determine if they are adequote," 
Murrey said. 

What ICL wants is a policy that 
ensures that existing high quali^ 
woters such as the Salmon River 
are not degraded by pollution. Ford 
says. TCL is not talking about 
waters such as Rock Creek and the 
Snake River,r that ore already 
polluted, he soid. 

The.sta^ needs a standard for 
how much sediment can bn toler- 
ated in rivers and streams, he said. 
Idaho needs numerical standards 
that vary according to conditions. If 
pollution goes beyond the limit, the 
oggravating activities should be 
stopped, Ford said.

They stared at a dwarfish jiotato 
plant rooted in rich soil. The leafy 
stems weren’t os high os the cele- 
brated Russet Burbank. The plant 
didn’t look nearly as impressive as 
the vorieQ' that put the “famous” in 
front of Idaho potatoes. 

Then Cochran uprooted the plant, 
exposing the smooth, brown tubers 
underneath. They didn’t have U»e 
knobs or lumps of-the Burbank. 
'Their shape was more uniform, and 
the skin netting wos finer. 

Cochran end seed potato grower 
John Hoggan looked for some reac- 
tion from their colleague, Martin 
McCullough, president of North- 
west Potato Sales Inc. 

“I was amozed at what came out 
from under thot plant,” McCullough 
said. 

That was his introduction to the 
HiLite Russet, a relatively new vari- 
ety of potato that he believes can 
give ^e Russet Burbank a run for 
its money in the potato market. 

Its potential seems unlimited. It 
can be used for baking or processing 
into snack foods (chips) and conve- 
nience items (dehydrated potatoes). 
It requires 20 peweiit less water 
and fertilizer than the Burbank to 
grow and 90 days In^e field versus 
120 days. Hollow heart, which 
causes brown streaks inside the 
potato, making it inedible, is 
nonexistent. 


toes for the '90, 60 and 70-count 
boxes which give growers their 
profit. 

For the consumer, the HiLite Rus- 
set has a smooth taste and good 
texture. It cooks in about 20 percent, 
less time than the Burbank and 
stores well. The potato's smooth, 
golden brown skin has more eye 
appeal. 

■ Cochran stumbled onto the 
whitcblossomod HiLite Russet by 
accident. It happened when ho was 
heeding a roguing crew, getting rid 
Of diseased plants and variety mix- 
tures in Lynn end Curtis I/wsli’s 
field of pink-blossomed Butte pota- 
toes near Ashton. 

He threw the first plant away be- 
cause he thought it was a variety 
mix. But after moving down the 
field, he found more. 

"The wheels in my head started 
turning, and I said this doesn’t fit 
the pattern," Cochran recalled. 

Cochran moved the plants to his 
greenhouse for the winter. The fol- 
, lovring sbrihg. he plontcd the seed 
-in his One-acre garden. 

“I had Hoggan look at it and got 
McCullough In on it too," Cochran 
said. “T^e plants were very small, 
maybe two feet high at the most. 
'The rows were never closed. They 
were ratty looking things.” 

To tdiis*day McCullough doesn't 
know whether to call the potato a 
mutation or a mystery. 


two-thirds interest in the rights to 
the potato in return for paying the 
patent costs.-Cocbran and Hoggan 
worked to develop the seed potato 
and approached McCullough about 
marketing the HiLite. He agreed un- 
der the condition that ho would re- 
tain exclusive marketingrights. 

Tho HiLite Russet has proven i^ 
self at the regional trials, which in- 
troduce new varieties and tests 
their perform^ces. Until last 
spring, it was 'known as LCl, for 
I^sli-Cochran Pint Selection. 

Lynn Loosli said he received a let- 
ter last week telling him a patent in 
Cochran's name had been granted. 
The men join snack food manufac- 
turer F^to Lay as the only patent 
holders for potatoes in the United 
States, he said. 

Progress on the HiLite has been 
slow. Since the discovery, Cochran 
has become the senior research tech- 
nician for the U.S. Deponent of 

Lo ri^lture ’s potato brewing pro- 
^ject^n Prosser, Wash. Hoggon 
.raises several varieties of potatoes 
on ofana near Swan Valley. 

He and the Loosli brothers 

are the sole growers of HiLite Rus- 
set seed potatoes in Idaho. Three 
other growers in Montana also are 
under contract to raise HiLite seed< 
potatoes. ' 


HoggOn and’'McCullough believe 
HiLite’s potential lies in the sum- 
mer market end some day will re- 
place the early Norgold Russet. The

Kennewick, Wash., McCullough has 
persuaded eight commercial grow- 
ers in his area to try the HiLite on a 
limited basis.

Soviets take softer stance on space defense

GENEVA — The Soviet Union 
has proposed to the United States 
that any agroomont-roached on cuts 
in long-range strategic nuclear 
weapons would automatically lapse 
if either side were to begin de- 
ploying defense systems in outer 
space, it was learned here at the nu- 
clear arms control talks. 

The Soviets apparently , de pull- 
ing bock somewhat from their diplo- 
matic effort to holt the U.S. Strate- 
gic Defense Initiative program, pop- 
ularly known aa “Star Wars," in its 
current stogo of development wd 
testing. But sources here say that 
the new Moscow .proposal would 
shift the focus to blocldng any de- 
ployment of on SDl eyatem. 

However, while this seems to be 


the. Soviet intention, sourcca say 
that the wording of the new propos- 
als from Moscow ia impreeiae and 
open to conflicting interpretation. A 
U.S. attempt to Olarify exactly what 
the . Soviets mean will therefore 
probably bo an important point of 
the next meeting between Secretary 
of Stole George P. Shultz and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard A. 
Shevardnadze in Moscow, sched- 
uled to begin October 22. 

The Soviet proposal, which was

He is also 
on the record with an offer to shore 
the benefits of space technology 
with the Soviet Union and begin de- 
ployment of any SDI system only if 
the two sides wera unable to reach 
any cooperative agreement. ^ 

At the Washington meeting, the 
American aide was encouraged by 
indicationa that the Soviets are no 
longer pressing their loog-held posi- 
tion that SDI development had to 
be confined to "laboratory testing." 

' Nevertheless, if the two aides i 
were to ogreo to extend and abide 
by the 1972 ABM treaty for 10 more 
years, they would also have to agree 
on precisely how that treoty is to be 
interpreted and what its clauses, 
mean. Aa a starter, souraes here 
said, would this mean that the So- 
viet radar installation being built at 
Krasnogorsk in Siberia has to be 
abandoned, or ia it within the terms 
of the 1972 treaty? 

On the o^er hand, the raurces 
pointed put, the 1972 treoty permit- 
ted each side to build three ballistic 
missile sites.

Tod.iy's South was a tricky old- 
timer who liked to play "poker- 
bridge.* Against the likes of him. a . 
defender can never rely upon the ' 
truthfulness of either his bidding or 
his play. 

The accurate way to bid today’s 
hand is for South to ciic-bid four 
clubs 'Over North's jump raise. 
Whether North then cue-bids four 
hearts or signs off at four spades 
makes little difference. South will 
know that diamonds arc a danger 
spot and he will likely settle for a 
sure game. 

Rut accuracy is not what poker- 
bridge is all about. A little gamble 
in both the bidding and the play is : 
irresistible, and today’s^e^mple . 
sJiows US why. 

South took his heart king, fired 
back his heart jack and took a quick 
discard on the queen of hearts, .Did 
he discard a telltale diamond as 
many would? No. he discarded the 
10 of clubs, 

Nc.xt. he look Hie losing trump fi- 
nesse and West was in. Should West 
lead a diamond or a club? Fearing a 
lead away from his diamond king. 
West led a club, and it was all over. 
South won his ace. drew the last 
trump and then threw his two losing 
diamonds on dummy's high clubs. 

Should West have found the kill- 
ing defense? Perhaps, But one can 
never get loo comfortable against a 
tricky declarer.

Sleeping 
disorders: 
Everyone 
falls victim

; CHARLOTTE, N.C. - You probably spend more un- 
interrupted time sleeping than in ^y other daily 
activity. Unless you have chronic problems nodding o« 

•or staying there, you probably don't think much about 
’it, either. . , ^ , 

i But a Charlotte neurologist who heads the fiyst ac- 
•credited center for sleep disorders in North Carolina 
and South Carolina says almost everyone has at least 
'occasional problems sleeping. And ho says many sleep 
idlsordors go undetected for decades, while the people 
who have them are unfairly labeled lary. 

■ ' "It's not nortnal to be sleepy during the day. said Dr. 

Dennis Hill of the Sleep Disorders Center at Charlotte 
, -Memorial Hospital and Medical Center. Tf you are, 
there’s something going on, except that everyone gets 
sleepy after lunch. Many people don’t even realize 
when somethmg is wrong." 

Hill says the most common problem he encounters la 
sleep apnea ayndromo, which usually atrikea middle- 
aged, overweight men who snore loudly. A normal re- 
flex that usually opens up the airway so a person can 
breathe while sleeping is blocked by a fatty muscle, 
and the sufferer con breathe only by waking up for five 
to 10 seconds every 30 to 40 seconds. 

The awakening ia so brief that the auffercr docs not 

even realize that he has awakened. Hill said. 

“So the guy is very sleepy all the next day,” he said. 
“His performance at work suffers. He can fall asleep at 
a red light, or in church, And he doesn't know why he's 
tired. , ... 

“Most of those patients are brought in here by their 
spouses." Hill said. “They’re worried by the loud 
snoring, and by the fact that their husband seems to 
stop breathing." , . , 

Treatment of the malady can include weight loss, or 

• the use of a dental implant that can keep the tongue 
from blocking the air passageway. 

“We've had patients who just turn into new people 
: once the problem is fixed," Hill said. 

And if you fall asleep at work with any regularity, 
you might have a medical <jxcuse — a relatively rare 
- disease called narcolepsy. 

“I’ve seen patients who hove had narcolepsy for 60 
•years, but never know it. And It has controlled their 
lives,” Hill said. . . , . . , 

The disease stems from on inherited chemical irabal- 

• -ance that causes people to fall asleep for no apparent 
reason. The problem, whiA con bo accompanied by pa- 
ralysis in the middle of sleep and dreams before the suf- • 
ferer has fallen fully asleep, can bo treated with drugs. , 

But one problem for which Hill does not usually 
: recommend drugs is Insomnia, probably the most com- 
mon sleep-related disorder. 

■ “The Important thing is that insomnia is a symptom, 
not a diagnosis," ho said. “It would be like o doctor 
prescribing aspirin for a headache. It might help in the 
short term, but it doesn't solve the problem. Our job is 
to find out the cause of not being able to sleep. Wo try 
to look at all the things that could be causing It, ^nd 
. treat it from there." , ■ , 

Sleeping pills can bo helpful when the problem that 
causes a person's Inability to sleep is temporary, such 
as jet log, or for occasional use. Hill said. 

Sleep may seem natural, but It comes easiest when 
prepared for, Hill said., He recommends abstaining 
from caffeinated drinks after noon each day. not drink- 
ing alcohol after 7 p.m., and exorcising before 4 p.m.

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Anemia rates drop 
in low-income tads^ 


CHICAGO (AP) - The rate of 
anemia in ldw*income children 
dropped by nlmoat two-thirda 
from 1976 to 1986, a reaxUt of gov- ■ 
cmmont nutrition programs and 
tho increasing popularity of 
breast-feeding and iron-fortified 
foods, rosean^ers say. 

A study of 499,769 low-income 
children enrolled in a federal 
nutrition prograrh in six states 
found tho overall rate of anemia 
declined steadily from 7.8 per- 
cent in 1976 to 2.9 percent in, 
1985, said researchers for the 
Centers for Disease Control in 
Atlanta. 

Tho prevalence of anemia wont 
doxvn among youngsters who 
signed up for the program during 
those years as well as those who 
were already in it, suggesting 
overall improvement in low-in- 
come childhood nutrition, tho rcr 
searchers said. 

But anemia rates were consis- 
tently lower among children al- • 
ready in the program, they re- 
ported in Friday’s Journal of the 
American Medical AssKiation. 

“This is good news to public- 
health workers in the front line." 
said the CDC’s leading 
researcher. Dr. Ray Yip. 

"I’m hopingnobody will miscon- 
strue the information we're 
releasing in thinking that all the 
work is done, and it is time to 
move on to something else," he 
added in a telephone interview 
Thursday. 

"Iron deficiency is still going to 
be one of the most- significant 
nutritional deficiencies among 
the childhood population of the 
U.S. There is still plenty of room 
to improve." 

Data for the study was ob- 
tained on youngsters 6 to 60 
months old who were enrolled in 
the Special Supplemental Food 
Program for Women, Infanta, 
and Children, also known ns 
WIC, 

The program was begun by the 
federal government in 1973 to ad- 
dress tho widespread problem of 
iron deficiencies in low-income 
pregnant women, nursing' moth- 
ers and young children, accord- 
ing to an editoriol accompanying 
the study. 


WIC provides nutritional sup- 
plements — iron-fortified baby 
formula, cereals, o^d vitamin G* 
rich juices, which boost iron ab- 
sorption — to 2.8 million mothers 
.'and children, it said. 

But that atill ia only about 26 
percent to 36 percent of those 
financially eligible, said Dr. 
James A Stockman III of North- 
western 1 University Medical 
School in ari editorial accompany- 
ing tho study. 

"Wo really have no good under- 
standing of the prevalence of iron 
deficiency in those qualifying for 
but not participating in WIC 
programs, or for the rest of our 
childron." Stockman wrote. 

The study should provide 
momentum to keep pressure on 
lawmakers to continue or in- 
crease funding of nutritional sup- 
port programs, he wrote. 

Iron deficiency and anemia 
have come to mean almost the* 
same thing to most people, be- 
cause a shortage of dietary iron 
is the best-known cousc of 
anemia, an insufficient supply of 
the red blood cells that carry oxy- 
gen to the tissues. Yip said. 

But while anemia scldOm 
causes moi"® serious difficulty 
than chronic tiredness, iron defi- 
ciency has been linked to behav- 
ioral problems and failure of the 
nervous system to develop prop- 
erly in young children, he said, 
Also, iron deficiency makes 
youngsters much more suscepti- 
ble to lead poisoning, he said. 

The researchers and Stockman 
credited WIC with' much of the 
improvement in the iron status 
of low-income children and also a 
trend toward more breast-feed- 
ing or use of iron-supplemented 
formulas — both recommended 
. by the American Academy of 
Pediatrics. Stockman noted. 

Breast-feeding ia beneficial be^ 
cause a very high percentage of 
tho iron in breost milk is ab- 
sorbed by tho infant — about 60 
percent. Tho body absorbs only 
about 4 percent of tho iron in 
iron-fortified cereals. 

And food monufoeturors have 
put bettor forma of iron in thoir 
' products 08 scientists have Iden- 
tified them over the past 
decades, Stockman said.

In this case, sunlight’s proven cf-

risks associated with sunbothing, 
such as premature apng of tho skin 
and the possibility of skin cancer. 
Skjn should bo checked regularly, 
however, .so any developing skin 
problems can bo identified and.;, 
treated early. 1 

Other people who hove psoriasis 1 
may need Stronger remedies, such 
aa the Goockorraon treatment, j 
which involves applying cool tar lo_] 
tho patches of psoriasis end then ex- 1 
posing them to ultraviolet light ■ 
rays; PUVA, which consists of tak- ■ 
ing the drug ptorolen ond then ; 
being exposed to a specif lamp that !

PUVA. while effective, may ro- 1 


quire maintenance treatments once 
every week or every other week an- 
nually to prevent a relapse. It also 
may have side effects, including an 
increased risk of skin cancer. Treat- 
ment using unthrallns, previously 
limited because of skin irritation 
and discoloration of both skin and 
fabrics, has been revitalized with 
tho advent of now preparations. 

These preparations cause only a 
temporary discoloration and . are 
water washable,” said Shupack. 
“Even abbreviated contact with 
anthralins — sometimes for just 20 
or 30 minutes doily - helps clear 
up the problem, and when a treated 
area clears, there is less likelihood 
ofa recurrence.” 

"Methotrexate can bo very 
cfTcctivc, but it is considered a treat 
ment of lust resort because long 
term use moy cause liver domage," 
said Shupack, explaining that it 
may have to bo administered for 
years. Anyone taking this drug 
should have a liver biopsy annually,
